William M. Eddy, late Surveyor Gener¬ 
al ofthe state of California, died on tlm 
loth inst. at San Francisco. 

Mr. Eddy, who at tlm time of his death 
was 15 years of age, was a native : f New 
York, anil among the early seniors of this 
State. His intelligence, application, and 
known fitness,obtained for him the respon¬ 
sible situation of Surveyor General of 
the State ot Cal.fornia, wiclt office ho 
tilled wc.u his usual ability, and gave en¬ 
tire satisfaction to the public.

Messrs. Editors :—1 saw an article in j 
your last publication headed “Water Fa- 1 
ilitit s;” I eagerly read it over, and I am 
thoroughly convinced from my experi¬ 
ence, which has not been a little in Cali¬ 
fornia, that you have struck the root of 
of the richest gold veins that has ever 
been discovered in the Southern Mines, 
and it only requites aid to bring it from 
its bed to the surface, so that its real value 
may be know n. I have prospected much 
around this county lately, and I find good 
diggings almost every were. But we have 
not got water toNvork them, and in some 
places not even enough to prospect. 
Three weeks ago, near Bear Valley, 1 
pickedfup a small piece of go!d weigl i ig 
over one-fourth pound, < n the side of a 
hill—a small ripple of water was trying 
to force it over a stone. I took a shovel 
of dirt ami held it below the small w ater 
pout, and after the earth was washed 
away I saw plainly small specks of line 
gold remaining on the* shovel. A few 
days ago I called at a miner’s camp, Boon 
&. Skirving's, three and a half miles above 
Mariposa. Same afternoon B. & S. washed 
out $27 in about three hours, and on the 
next day they washed out $12,50, and ill 
the evening of the same day the water 
began to sink. There are other parties 
washing and sluicing on a lint, near the 
same place, w ho are averaging $16 p< r 
diem to the hand. They are obliged, how¬ 
ever, to woik day and night to avoid bail¬ 
ing out the water. About one mile and a 
half down the creek, there is a company 
of steady men and good workers, who are 
making §20 per diem to the hand, and 
have made it for some length of time 
but they had to cut a ditch to bring th 
water to their claim. This is all very well 
so far as this company is concerned, hut 
there is many a poor fellow, well disposed, 
w illing and anxious to dig, who has t ot 
got the means fo dig the ditch : but who 
would be glad to pay for water by the 
week or month. 

In 1850 Aguti Frio up and down was 
covered with dirt, w hich had been thrown 
up for the purpose of washing when the 
rainy season arrived. The miners mean¬ 
time were washing out a pan now and 
then, and picking up a few specimen* that 
appeared on the heaps after a shower ol 
rain, to defray expenses. Finally, some 
getting tired of waiting, had their dirt 
carted to a spring where only one could 
wash at a time; others sold their dirt at a 
sacrifice to pay provision bills. Sec, &c., 
and here is where many an honest miner 
1 .si five or six months hard labor by mis¬ 
calculation, as many others have done. 

But scientific miners are now in the. field 
—they are taxing their ingenuity and yx 
erting themselves to bring to light the 
boundless treasure which still lies hidden 
beneath our feet. Last winter Messrs. 
Clarke, Parker & Reubin took out $17,000 
tvi'hin three months on the Agua Frio 
road, between Upper and Lower town; 
and under the store of Collier &. Turner 
§16 per diem was made by Mr. William 
Knight, out of the dirt which Clarke & Co., 
had thrown away. Messrs. Reynolds, 
Jaekson and others brought the water 
from the west branch to ? T pper Agtm Frio. 
It cost them considerable labor to cut th<- 
ditch, but it has paid them well, and is 
paying them well yet. It was that ditch 
which discovered Poverty Flat. Matty 
have got claims in Agua Frio that will pay 
from twelve to twenty-five cents a pan. 
top dirt, and pound lumps have been 
taken out close bv in 1849. I know three 
men who pitched into a hole in Upper 
Agua Frit): they had only the melted 
snow to wash with, anti took out $100, and 
tile banks of the Mariposa are equally 
rich, and the hills around In fact we 
have not discovered any thing as yet— 
we have only as it were been skimming 
the surface in the rivulets w hich come 
from the main stream. The mountains 
have slid dow n, and cover in many eases 
the proper channel. Look tor instance at 
the diggings about one-half mile below 
Mariposa, and your will see the boys 
picking out large pieces of gold thirty feet 
below the supposed bed of the river. 
Sonic Frenchmen struck it first white 
clearing of the high bank for a race for 
water I was at Buckeye, Mariposetta, 
and Smith's Bar, and from the bustle and 
preparation, there will be any quantity 
of miners in that vicinity this summer— 
more than in any previous season. There 
is no fiction about this. This is decidedly 
the best mining county in the Southern 
mines. 1 was told by a miner that he could 
make $14 per diem close to Peter Fee’s 
Ranch, in a dry creek, if he had water. 1 
was on the batiks of the Merced a Week 
or so ago, and water was the cry. Paul 
& Hanson were making §7 per day, but 
the water was last giving out. Messrs. 
Ogburn ft Wyatt were doing well; they

LETTER FROM JBEMES—No. 5. 

HorrERviLi.E, March 13th. 1854. 

Messrs. Editors :—Your humble servant 
is again on his old stamping ground, after 
a brief sojourn in Foreign Lands, and 
right glad was he to be again among fa¬ 
miliar faces ; for I can assure you, that al¬ 
though t have been to the “Other side of 
Jordan,” yet so few Mariposians were to 
be found there, that the distinguished in¬ 
dividual referred to, felt somewhat like a 
certain feline quadruped is supposed to 
when caught occupying tht attic story of 
strange premises. 

Whether the fact that so few of our peo¬ 
ple find their way into “Happy Land,” 
will be considered complimentary or not, 
l w i 1 not assume the responsibility of de¬ 
ciding : but I can say, however, that if 
they do not mend their mays, (more, partic¬ 
ularly the way through llopperville,) there 
is but small possibility of any great ac¬ 
cession ever being made t > the very limi¬ 
ted number now representing our County, 
in that country from which Jeemes has 
just returned. 

1 arrived in this place las! Sunday, just 
in time to get a sight of tbe celebrated 
Wil d Yankee” and his two bears. I was 
somewhat anxious for my personal safety 
upon entering the exhibition and seeing 
this Wild Yankee at large : as 1 was led to 
believe, from the printed bills, that both 
Jenny Lind and her keeper, would tie se¬ 
curely chained ; but being assured by 
some friends, that the latter animal was 
not a verry ferocious one, 1 quieted my 
fears, and prepared for a “dollars worth.” 

The “ fout” opened with a grand set-to 
c.-la lIyer, between Thomas Thumb and 
some half-a dozen dogs, apparently of 
rather “low degree*.” 

First routul .—The dogs came up to the 
scratch in gallant style, to the tunc of the 
Cur's March, and were received by Thus. 
Thumb with some reluctance which how¬ 
ever, he soon succeeded in shaking off, 
when iiis assailants were compelled to 
beat a speedy retreat. The “stampede” 
of dog's tails about this time was com- 

plcte. 

Second round. —Pretty much ditto, ac¬ 
companied by various “noises” and 
shouts from the backers of the different 
favorites, such as “ bite him Bull' - — atch 
him Towzer”—“go in Frcnchy” etc.; but 
Frenchey couldn't be persuaded to “go 
in"—and other equally forcible and em¬ 
phatic exclamations. The result of this 
round, was declared to be a great cry 
from the dogs, and very little toool. 

In the mean time, another performance 
(not included in the bills) was taken 
place outside, between Brmrney and Bril¬ 
liant. The former had succeeded in get¬ 
ting up a good head of “ steam" and po- 
litrly requested anybody to walk up and 
be sacrificed ; whirh invitation was ac¬ 
cepted by brilliant, who gave his antag¬ 
onist a plumper just over the entrance to 
his victualing department and tapped his 
claret bottle, in the most scientific man¬ 
ner : when Browney, being unable to 
“come to time,” was declared vanquished. 
Brilliant was instantly seized by an admi¬ 
ring crowd, and borne into an adjoining 
house, where, by the premature discharge 
of an overload’d h hhnrn, he was “shot in 
the neck,” and at last accounts, was ly¬ 
ing in n critical -ondition ! 

Third round —Tommy came up to tho 
mark in good spirits, but it was “ no go." 
Old Whitey stood up manfully for the hon¬ 
or of Sherlock's, and after a short but se¬ 
vere struggle was declared the winner of 
the First Prize; -Music from the hand, Hur¬ 
rah for our side,” with variations. Here 
occurred an intermission of twenty rpin- 
utes, to remove the dead, wounded, frag¬ 
ments Str., during which, a number of 
new and original pieces were performed . 
lsy the artists composing the “Orkester.” 

Part Second of the performances, com¬ 
menced with gymnastic exercises by Ma¬ 
dame Jenny Lind and keeper—the latter 
still unchained: after which, a reinforce- 
! ment off canines were introduced, led on 
bv a “sharp built, clipper looking” Cur 
which,by the way, had (to judge from his 
appearance) been dieted for a “spell" on 
Broderick petitions,” or other, equally 
substantuil fodder. « 

\t this interesting period, your Corres¬ 
pondent was called away to attend an im-. 
portant case at the Bar, where he was 
seized by a violent and sudden indisposi¬ 
tion and was carried i ll - much against his 
will, and safely laid under the table—a 
mode of procedure frequently practised' 
with success, by some of our most cele¬ 
brated constitutional physicians at the re¬ 
cently established Sacramento Insane 
ll.spital instituted for the especial bnnefit - 
of needy adventurers.

Great Exeitement in Mariposa—Mur¬ 
der of Wm. K. Newman by Thomas 
Cowan—Indignation meeting—Three 
murders at Rear Valley—Vigilante 
Committee. 

Our community was most painfully star¬ 
tled last Friday evening, by the sad intel¬ 
ligence of the murder of one our oldest 
and most respectable citizens, William K. 
Newman, formerly of Franklin Co., Tenn., 
by n gambler of Carson's Creek named 
Thomas Cowan. Mr. Newman lived un¬ 
til Sunday morning, enduring the most 
extreme agony, at which time he expired. 

Yesterday, the time appointed tor the 
burial, witnessed one of the largest pro¬ 
cessions ever seen in this place. As the 
hearse moved slowly along, miners drop¬ 
ped their tools, merchants left their stores, 
and fell into the cortege. 

The funeral service was performed in 
the Methodist Episcopal church in thi- 
town, by the Rev. Mr. Cleveland; after 
which, the remains of the deceased were 
interred in the public burial ground. 

The crowd immediately adjourned to 
the Southern Hotel, in .Mariposa, where 
iho meeting was organized by the appoint¬ 
ment of Wm. T. Whitaere, President, and 
A. J. Gregory, Secretary. 

Several speeches were made by .Messrs 
Whitaere, .Merritt, Appling, and others, 
enjoining upon the mass the observance 
of the Law. 

A Vigilance committee of fifty of the 
most respectable citizens were appoint' d 
to take all necessary measures to guard 
the jail, procure additional legal assis¬ 
tance on the part of the State, &c , Ac ; 
after which the meeting adjourned. 

At one period of the proceedings, it 
was feared that the jail would be forced 
an I the prisoner tried and executed by a 
“People's court,” forthwith; but - the law- 
abiding spirit of Americans, at la>t pre¬ 
vailed, and he will now be tried by the 
established tribunal of the land. 

A Special Grand Jury were empannel- 
cd yesterday, which resulted in the find¬ 
ing of a true bill for murder, and the trial 
has been fixed for to-morrow. 

We have long feared some violent out¬ 
break on the part of an outraged people— 
the causes for which have been found in 
the many failures to convict parties accu¬ 
sed of all the worst crimes in the cata¬ 
logue of guilt. It had become almost a 
bye-word in nur midst, that none but Mex¬ 
icans could be convicted of a capital of¬ 
fence. 

W e sincerely hope that this manifesta¬ 
tion of public feeling, will have a saluta¬ 
ry eti'ect in the prevention of the many 
nets of violence and crime which have 
been so common of late. 

The following gentlemen were selected 
by the meeting to act as a Vigilence Com¬ 
mittee :

In relation to the murder of Mr. New¬ 
man, we glean the following from the evi¬ 
dence adduced upon trial before Judge 
Creaner. On the night of Friday March 
10th, the deceased while in the Saloon of 
Pancho Luno at Carson's endeavored to 
persuade a friend named Appling who was 
somewhat intoxicated, to cease betting 
and go home. 

This, it appears incensed Cowan, at 
whose table Appling was playing, and in 
a few minutes he arose from his seat and 
sought to draw deceased into a fight. 
The latter remarked that he was unarmed, 
and wished to engage in no difficulty 
whatever. Cowan took little heed of this, 
and in a few moments again approached 
deceased and stabbed him twice in the 
shoulder. He then drew a pistol, while 
his victim retreated out of the front door 
reiterating that he was without arms. 
Cowan followed, however, and in a mo¬ 
ment or two after fired twice at the de¬ 
ceased, wounding him mortally—death re 
suiting early the next morning. These 
are in brief the faets—facts which prove 
one of the most unprovoked and cold 
blooded murders that has ever been per¬ 
petrated in California. 

Cowan was yesterday sentenced by 
Judge Creaner, to be hung on the 21st of 
next month.

The several plows offered for exhibition .and 
premiums were as follows : 

I. E Morgan S: Co—Steel Peoria Plows, viz : 

Clipper No 6, a highly finished plow, with 
wheel and coulter, cutting 14-inch furrow : Clip¬ 
per No 16. wheel and coulter. 16-inch furrow ; 
Clipper No 1S\ wheel and coulter, 18 inch fur¬ 
row ; Clipper No 20, wheel aud coulter, 20-inch 

furrow. 

Peoria Plain or Prairie-land Plows : 

No fine steel and finished, cutting 10-inch 
furrow ; No 1-2. tame style and quality, cutting 
12-inch furrow ; No 6, same character, cutting 
14-inch furrow ; No 7, same, 16-inch furrow. 

I* E Morgan and Co exhibited in the Hall a 
most superb and highly finished clipper or prai¬ 
rie plow, cutting a 16-inch furrow, reflecting 
great credit upon the workmen in the several 
departments of their manufactory in the con¬ 
struction of their plows; also a most beautiful 
model, a miniature plow, that was exhibited upon 
the table in the llall, and attracted much at¬ 
tention.
